Mem­ 
bers worked for passage of 
the Short-Doyle Act for Com­ 
munity Mental Health Serv­ 
ices which was passed by the 
legislature in 1957.

Purpose of the Short-Doyle 
law is to encourage and finan­ 
cially assist local govern­ 
ments in establishing locally 
administered and locally con­ 
trolled mental health pro­ 
grams. Senate Bill 6.'J6 in­ 
creases to 75 per cent the 
amount the slate government 
may reimburse local govern­ 
ments for these services.
